CANTERBURY is among the top 
ten worst places for dodgy deals 
online, according to Europe’s lead¬ 
ing internet fraud monitoring com¬ 
pany. 

In a national study carried out by security 
firm The Third Man, the CT2 postcode - which 
covers Sturry - accounted for more than 
£150,000 of goods fraudulently purchased 
online between August 1, 2008 and July 31. 

The CT1 postcode - the very centre of the 
city - followed close behind, ahead of Margate 
and Ramsgate. 

Popular items delivered to the district 
included beds and flatscreen televisions. 

A spokesman for The Third Man said: “We 
record where the fraudulently purchased 
goods are delivered to, not where they are 
ordered. So these orders could have come from 
anywhere, even abroad. 

‘What we are seeing is gangmasters in 
Nigeria sending their employees over here to 
receive the goods, as no one in their right mind 
will deliver to Nigeria any more. 

“They get the cheapest accommodation they 
can find so they have a UK address to receive 
the goods. 

“The first thing they need to do is set it up for 
their employee, so the first goods they buy are 
a bed and a TV.” 

The £150,000 represents 379 fraudulent 
transactions in the CT2 postcode area alone, 
and although the figures are tiny when com¬ 
pared with the vast majority of legitimate 
online purchases delivered to the area, the

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22 Crew abuse 
documentary's 
humble origins

VICTIMS of an infamous 
child sex abuse case opened 
up to director Bill Maloney 
for a documentary being 
put together in Whitstable. 

Four members of the so-called 22 
Crew sat down with the award-win¬ 
ning film-maker to tell him about the 
effect of their experiences at County 
Durham’s infamous Medomsley 
detention centre in the 1970s and 
’80s. 

The former inmates were routinely 
abused by then-prison officer Neville 
Husband, who is six years into an 
eight-year sentence imposed for the 
attacks. And Mr Maloney, 54, who is 
editing the documentary from a con¬ 
verted caravan in Whitstable, says 
the victims he spoke to are still 
struggling to get on with their lives. 

He said: “They call it historical 
abuse, but what happened to these 
men feels like yesterday to them. 

“Many members of the 22 Crew are 
now suffering from alcohol abuse 
and things like that, but I didn’t 
want the documentary to be all doom 
and gloom. That’s why there are 
scenes where you learn more about 
their hobbies and sense of humour.” 

One of eight children bom to an 
alcoholic father and prostitute moth¬ 
er, Bill spent the majority of his early 
life in care. 

A career making films and docu¬ 
mentaries followed, with the high¬ 
light so far being an award at the 
New York Film Festival for his first 
creation, Lunatic. Mr Maloney, from 
Lewisham, said one of the things 
that made him unique was his work¬ 
ing-class style of storytelling. 

He said: “It does make me disillu¬ 
sioned when you don’t see people like 
me doing documentaries. I’m not try¬ 
ing to start a revolution here, but 
politicians are so detached from our 



culture that it’s important the work¬ 
ing class is properly represented. 

“For instance, there’s a lot of swear¬ 
ing in my documentaries because it’s 
part and parcel of our language. It’s 
not done in an aggressive way; it’s 
just the way a lot of us speak. 

“I like the gritty working-class cul¬ 
ture in Heme Bay and the intellect 
of people in Whitstable. It’s a won¬ 
derful combination and I find it very 
inspirational.” 

His documentary on the 22 Crew 
also examines the plight of 14-year- 
old Adam Rickwood, who committed 
suicide in 2004 after being unlawful¬ 
ly restrained at Hassockfield secure 
training centre in County Durham. 

It’s a far cry from his black comedy 
The Blunderers, which was released 
last year having been shot and cast 
in Whitstable and Heme Bay.

Third Man says the situation is still a 
cause for concern. 

The spokesman said: “Although the 
figures might be small in percentage 
terms, that is still an awful lot of 
money lost by retailers each year. 

“It represents significant losses 
which can hit some retailers hard.” 

As to why the area is so attractive to 
fraudsters, the firm offers two expla¬ 
nations. 

The spokesman said: “Often fraud¬ 
sters are attracted to big cities 
because it allows them to disappear. 

“But another thing we are seeing 
now is fraudsters moving out of the 
cities into smaller villages, so if there 
are lots of villages in the area, that’s 
another thing which may attract 
them.” 

This is borne out in part by the find¬ 
ings which highlight the small town 
of Shildon in County Durham as an 
unlikely crime capital, at least in 
terms of internet fraud. However in 
terms of total cash value, south-east 
London saw the most fraud losses in 
2008 - about £16 million. 


Double trouble on hill 

A DOUBLE decker bus added to the 
confusion after a crash on Pean Hill. 

Three cars - a Peugeot, Toyota and 
Jaguar - collided on the narrow road 
between Canterbury and Whitstable 
at about 11am on Friday. 

The double decker arrived minutes 
later and, seeing the road blocked, the 
driver attempted a three-point turn. 

But the bus grounded, blocking the 
road. Emergency services were able to 
reach the scene and a woman in the 
Jaguar was cut free by firefighters. 

A man driving the Peugeot was also 
treated at the scene. No-one was seri¬ 
ously injured. Another bus was sent to 
pick up the passengers and the road 
reopened at 1.30pm.

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Cathedral welcome for 
modern-day pilgrims

THE Gathering held at 
Canterbury Cathedral saw 
the hallowed halls and clois¬ 
ters opened up for families 
from across the area at the 
weekend. 

Picnics on the cathedral lawns were 
encouraged and senior clerics took time 
to talk to parishioners who had made 
the 21st century pilgrimage - even if it 
was only for a day rather than the 
weeks endured by Chaucer’s Knight, 
Miller and Wife of Bath. 

Archbishop Dr Rowan Williams said 
the event was a new kind of celebration 
for the home of the Church of England 
to hold. 

“It’s more informal than the confer¬ 
ences we have held in the past,” he said. 
“It’s for families, not just the clergy. 

“The summer holidays are over and 
it’s a chance for people to look forward 
to the new school term and whatever 
else comes in September.” 

The event attracted many children, 
some of whom donned fancy dress for 
the day. 

Others who attended listened to 
speakers discussing subjects including 
pilgrimages and Islam, while football 
games were set up for young people. 

Dr Williams said he was aware many 
people were looking for a purpose for 


their lives at a time when Britain was 
in the grip of an uncertain economic 
future. 

And he admitted global circum¬ 
stances and the worries and fears of 
many were a challenge for the estab¬ 
lished religious order. 

“People are certainly looking for the 
answers to big questions about the 
meaning of their lives and purpose of 
what they do,” Dr Williams said. 

“The evidence suggests some people 
who have looked towards the church 
have not always found what they were 
looking for. 

“That’s a challenge to us as it sug¬ 
gests we are not quite getting our mes¬ 
sage across. 

“Some people may even look else¬ 
where for answers. But the fact is that 
the church does have something to say, 
something very profound and very com¬ 
prehensive about what human life is 
for.” 

The Archbishop said profound ques¬ 
tions can be answered by the Christian 
faith if people wanted to turn away 
from concerns over money and status. 

“If we are interested in material well¬ 
being and keeping ourselves safe and 
secure, well, what for?” 

“What are the human values we want 
to conserve and protect? What sort of 
human relationships and human socie¬ 
ty do we want to encourage? 

“Material prosperity on its own does 
not answer these questions - it has got 
to be for something.”

'Man overboard' 
lifeboat rescue 

A DRAMATIC rescue in gale-force winds 
was carried out by lifeboat crews on 
Friday after a yacht reported a man 
overboard off Whitstable. 

Whitstable lifeboat was launched at 
1.30pm to the yacht, Esprit, drifting a 
mile north-east of the harbour, where a 
crewman was put aboard. 

He managed to partially lift the man, 
who was in his 60s, from the water, so he 
could be brought aboard the lifeboat. 

The man was very cold and disorien¬ 
tated and had taken in a lot of water. He 
was taken to Whitstable, where he was 
treated by paramedics and taken to hos¬ 
pital in Margate. 

Meanwhile, Sheerness lifeboat was 
launched to recover the yacht which still 
had the man’s wife, also in her 60s, on 
board. 

Once the boat was ready to tow, 
coxswain Robin Castle decided to head 
back to Sheemess. However the woman 
on board was in a distressed state and 
concerned about her husband. 

Mr Castle asked Whitstable lifeboat 
re-launch to evacuate her back to 
Whitstable. 

The yacht was eventually secured in 
Queenborough harbour at 6.20pm. 

The Esprit was sailing for Ramsgate 
but due to the weather decided to go into 
the Swale. The couple are from London.

Shopping 'addict' 
cooked firm's books 
to feed her greed 


A BOOK-KEEPER who was addicted 
to shopping ‘like a junkie to heroin” 
stole from her employers to buy a new 
car and house for the husband she 
met on holiday in Kenya. 

Hayley Mwemi-Harris, 25, of Hyde 
Place, Aylesham, worked for special¬ 
ist building firm RJ Parry and Sons of 
Faversham, and stole £311,806 in a 
four-year period ending in mid-2008. 

She was able to continue her thiev¬ 
ing spree because she was the only 
person who knew how to work the 
accounts computer. 

Mwemi-Harris married hotel bar¬ 
man Brian Mwemi last year and 
spent £50,000 buying him a car to use 
as a taxi and renovate his run-down 
flat near Mombassa. But last week a 
judge at Maidstone Crown Court 
jailed her for three years. 

Mwemi-Harris previously admitted 
three charges of obtaining money by 
deception and one of fraud, and asked 
for 43 other offences to be taken into 
consideration. 

Mwemi-Harris began cooking the 
accounts in 2004 and wouldn’t have 


been caught but for boss Richard 
Parry noticing an odd debit on his 
personal account. 

When confronted by police, Mwemi- 
Harris admitted she had inflated her 
wages, used credit cards in the name 
of employees who had left the firm, 
and used credit cards in her name to 
buy TVs and computers. 

She bought clothes on a lavish scale 
over the internet from designer firms. 

When police raided her home they 
found piles of unworn clothes and 
shoes still in their boxes. 

James Harrison, defending, said 
Mwemi-Harris had an obsession with 
shopping. 

He said: “The quantities started 
small but became larger and larger. 
She had a compulsion to shop like a 
heroin addict needs a fix. 

“She was obsessed with spending. 
She even tried hypnotherapy to stop. 
If she hadn’t been stopped she would 
have kept on going.” 

Sentencing her, Judge James 
O’Mahony said Mwemi-Harris acted 
out of greed and selfishness.

New brewer raising a toast 
to Kent heritage in real ale

A NEW microbrewery making 
beers celebrating the county’s her¬ 
itage is up and running - and 
drinkers will be soon able to taste 
the results. 

James Sandy, from Sandwich, has set up the 
Wantsum Brewery at Hersden and his 
brews will be going on sale in local pubs 
as well as those in Deal, Dover, Thanet, 
Folkestone and Hythe. 

Among the beers will be 1381 - the 
year of a Kentish revolt - and Turbulent 
Priest, named after martyred archbishop 
Thomas Beckett. And the brews’ logos 
reflect the distinctive architecture of 
Reculver Towers. 

“I wanted the names to reflect local heritage,” 
said Mr Sandy. “But my flagship brew is 
Wantsum Fortitude, after the Wantsum 
Channel and the fortitude needed to set up in 
business at a time of economic uncertainty.” 

Mr Sandy had worked for more than 20 years 
at Pfizer before accepting redundancy in May. 

“I wanted to try my hand at something else,” 
he said. “I was always asking staff if they had

ever done anything entrepreneurial. I’d 
usually get a half-hearted response. So I 
decided when the redundancy money 
came to put it into something I had 
enjoyed doing on a smaller scale for years. I 
would have a go at doing something entrepre¬ 
neurial rather than just look for another job.” 

Mr Sandy set up his microbrewery after look¬ 
ing to see how quality beers could be bought 
onto the market to appeal to those unsatisfied 
by bland corporate creations. 

“I like real ale and I like pubs,” he said. “But 
often I am disappointed at the quality on offer. 
So I thought I’d do something about it.” 


He looked into hop varieties being grown 
across the world which provided quality beer 
before deciding to import from New Zealand, 
the USA and Canada and combine them with 
British barley. 

“I wanted to create something different, with 
no additives and no added sugar,” he said. “Just 
the hops, the barley and water to produce a 
pure drink. I also want to try and make it as 
vegan as possible, so nothing from animals 
should be included. 

“Germany has its beer purity laws which 
brewers have to adhere to and I’d like to create 
something along those lines,” he said. 



HANGING AROUND 


One of Britain's rarest bats has been dis¬ 
covered at a water company's site. 

A male nathusius pipistrelle was dis¬ 
covered during bat monitoring surveys 
carried out by South East Water ecolo¬ 
gists at Mid Kent Fisheries, Chilham, 
near Canterbury. 

Its more prevalent family members, 
the common and soprano pipistrelles, 
are widespread across the UK and fre¬ 
quent visitors to the rural beauty spot. 

But little is known about the nathusius 
pipistrelle, a small species found in west¬ 
ern Europe and Asia. There have only 
been a few sightings of it in the UK. 

South East Water environmental man¬ 
ager Emma Goddard said: "Little is 
known about the size of the population 
here and there are very few recordings, 
so to find one is very exciting. 


"Its preferred habitat is broadleaf and 
mixed woodland near the banks of open 
water, so the excellent water and wood¬ 
land management work undertaken by 
fisheries manager Chris Logsdon and his 
team is providing a near-perfect habitat 
for it to visit and thrive." 

The nathusius pipistrelle was discov¬ 
ered using sound equipment which 
relays ultrasonic social calls to bats. 

Bat species are drawn towards specif¬ 
ic ultrasonic waves and into something 
called a harp trap - two parallel, slightly 
offset rows of soft lines strung vertical¬ 
ly, like a harp. 

Bats fly into the strings and drop unin¬ 
jured into a canvas holding area below, 
from where they can be safely retrieved, 
checked and recorded, before being set 
free.

Community shop 

puts heart back 
into vflage life 


DETERMINED efforts have paid 
off in Barham with villagers open¬ 
ing a community post office and 
shop. 

The old shop, a few hundred metres away 
from the current site in Valley Road, closed 
after the owners retired and the store was 
converted into part of their house. 

Villagers spent a year raising money, form¬ 
ing a cooperative and going through the com¬ 
plex process of starting up a business to 
restore what many feel is the heart of their 
community. 

Last month the new shop opened with cele¬ 
brations and a talk from local resident and 
television historian, Dr David Starkey. 

Community shop chair Liz Minter said: “I’m 
hugely relieved we have achieved our aim. 

“I’m proud of the team that made it all hap¬ 
pen and am looking forward to seeing more 
and more people use it and make it work.” 

When the business is running smoothly, the 
community group will charge the post office 
and shop manager rent which will go back 
into community projects. 

Initially this will be paying off loans, but 
eventually they hope to build permanent

premises for the shop so villagers will always 
have the outlet. 

Ms Minter said: “Making this happen was 
important because there are obvious practical 
benefits for people wanting to use all the post 
office services for television licences, car tax, 
pensions and other transactions. In addition, 
a great many people run businesses from 
home, so the postal system is vital to them. 

“Most of all, though, the post office and shop 
provide a focal point for people in the village 
to meet, find out what is going on and gives 
the community a heart. 

“For some, talking to someone in or near the 
shop is perhaps the only time they get to meet 
people. This community element is priceless.” 

Funds were raised by selling shares, where¬ 
by villagers donated £10 and got a vote in the 
running of the organisation. 

There were also grants from the Rural 
Access to Services Programme, funds from 
parish councils and interest-free loans from 
local well-wishers. 

This is the fifth such community shop to 
open in Kent.

Wildwood quashes 
'unhelpful' rumours 

DESPITE mmours that Wildwood animal 
park is facing bankruptcy, nothing could be 
further from the tmth, according to its chief 
executive. 

Peter Smith said the mmours were caused 
by a misunderstanding on a television broad¬ 
cast about water voles the park recently 
acquired. 

Wildwood was seeking funding to look after 
the animals because the company which had 
donated them - and was to pay for them - 
had gone bust. 

Mr Smith said: ‘Wildwood is in great 
health. We have 45,000 members, we are 
going from strength to strength with new 
conservation projects and we are not in any 
financial difficulty whatsoever. 


“Rumours of us going bust or of a fire 
sweeping through Wildwood are not helpful 
to us at the moment. 

We have had lots of things txying to set us 
back, but we are so strong we have been 
fighting through them and we will come out 
stronger on the other side. We’re well within 
budget and have a good reserve, so we can 
deal with any problems in the future.” 

• WILDWOOD has received donations 
from two charitable trusts. 

The Nicky and Eileen Barber 
Charitable Trust donated £2,000 to 
Wildwood’s core conservation costs for 
animals such as the water vole and red 
squirrel. 

A further £2,000 was donated by the 
Hamamelis Trust to help construct a 
rare species conservation centre. 

“It is great to get cheques like these 
through the post,” said Beth Flowers, 
fundraising manager at Wildwood 
Trust. 

“The money will really help these 
projects and makes all the work of 
writing applications really worth it.”

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Ashes effect boosts 
interest across Kent 


ENGLAND’S Ashes win over Australia has 
given Kent cricket a shot in the arm, say coun¬ 
ty chiefs. 

Andrew Strauss led his men to a thrilling 2- 
1 series win last month at The Oval to regain 
the cherished urn and put memories of the 5- 
0 drubbing two years ago behind them. 

And the positive effect is being felt through¬ 
out the game, with Kent reporting a surge of 
interest from youngsters, which suggests 
England’s triumph could lead to a new gener¬ 
ation embracing a sport which has witnessed 
declining numbers of children taking part in 
recent years. 

Jamie Clifford, Kent Cricket Board’s busi¬ 
ness development manager, said: “I remember 
the Ashes victory in 2005 had an effect on 
everyone feeling good about cricket. There’s no 
doubt that the Ashes has had a positive effect 
for us again.” 

Kent cashed in during the series too, as 
Australia held their final warm-up game at 
Canterbury’s St Lawrence Ground the week 
before the decisive fifth Test, attracting thou¬ 
sands to catch a glimpse of the tourists. 

Mr Clifford said: “Within hours of winning 
the series we were flooded with calls and hits 
on our website about our next game. 

‘We’ve also had lots of calls from people 
about how they can get involved with their 
local teams, which is great.”

During my first rescue, a 
colleague and I rescued an elderly woman 
from a burning terraced house in Gillingham.

What is the day-to-day job of a firefighter like? 


A There have been many highlights in my 27 
year career. I’m very proud of my current role 
as Area Manager for East Division. It sees me 
managing in excess of 500 firefighters at 22 fire 
stations covering all of east Kent and under¬ 
standing the areas that present an increased 
risk to both the public and firefighters. These 
include a nuclear power station, world heritage 
sites, like Canterbury Cathedral, and some of 
the most deprived areas in the county. An inci¬ 
dent at any of these sites would present differ¬ 
ent challenges for my staff. 

Q You must have seen some upsetting things. How do you 
learn to cope with things like that? 

A Lots of incidents upset me, especially those 
involving children. I have a young family and 
I am lucky enough to have an understanding 
wife who listens to me when I need to off-load. It 


A The job has become so much more skilled 
and complicated. The equipment and meas¬ 
ures we use to tackle such a wide variety of inci¬ 
dents are truly of an excellent standard. The 
public expects we respond to so much more, 
from road traffic collisions to flooding - we are 
no longer just turning up to burning buildings! 
Fortunately some things never change and I’ve 
found the humour and camaraderie remains.

Is Kent a busy area for a firefighter? 


A Kent is the fifth largest fire and rescue 
service in the country and covers a massive 
area. There are parts of Kent that are very 
busy and there is a mix of cultures, which 
present their own individual risks, so we need 
to tailor both our operational and community 
safety response.

Man from Moss Side 

is watching over us 

There were 10,000 fewer crimes in Kent up until March, 2009, compared with the 
previous 12 months. This week, as part of our A Safer Kent series, we meet DCS Mark 
Powell. He knows the realities of major crime on Britain's streets, having worked in 
Manchester's Moss Side. Kent is one of the safest places in Britain to live and DCS 
Powell tells STEVE KNIGHT his officers intend to keep it that way 

than 40 years. The force also seized class-A 
drugs worth more than £1 million in the first 
quarter of this year alone. 

But it’s not just drugs DCS Powell and his 
team have to contend with. Cash machine 
ram-raids and cash-in-transit robberies are 
examples of the type of serious organised 
crime they work hard to keep out of Kent. He 
said: “Kent has a strong track record of deal¬ 
ing very robustly with organised crime. We 
always ask people to be vigilant but we are 
very well off. Kent is a very safe place to live.” 




GANGLAND shootings in Man¬ 
chester’s notorious Moss Side are 
a constant reminder to Mark 
Powell that he made the right 
decision in moving his family 
south. 

In just over eight months as Kent Police’s 
head of major crime, the detective chief super¬ 
intendent has had to deal with just one shoot¬ 
ing in the county - at a holiday camp on the 
Isle of Sheppey - and nobody was hurt. 

Compare that with the almost daily battle 
against gun crime at his previous post in 
Manchester, and it’s easy to see why DCS 
Powell believes our county really is safe. 

He said: “Manchester has attracted the very 
unfortunate nickname ‘Gunchester’ due to 
armed gangs. It was our job to stop young 
men ending up with a gun in their hand or a 
bullet in their head. A lot of them would drop 
out of school and arrive in adulthood without 
basic life skills and no stake in society, so for 
them crime was a viable career option. 

‘We ran an anti-gang strategy that brought 
together staff from the police, social services, 
probation and different housing, education 
and youth groups so we could look at getting 
kids back into school and away from the neg¬ 
ative influences. 

“There were plenty of examples where indi¬ 
viduals we worked with moved away from 
gangs and we were able to prosecute mem¬ 
bers who had a big impact on the number of 
shootings. 

It wasn’t uncommon to have more than one 
shooting a day in Moss Side, but we’ve had one 
shooting in Kent since I’ve been here.” 

Despite its relatively low crime rate, there 
were 10,000 fewer offences in Kent in the last 
financial year and that has seen the force rise 
to 18th out of 42 in England and Wales for 
public confidence. Senior officers are now tar-

geting a top ten place. The Government treats 
public confidence as a major indicator of how 
well a constabulary is performing, so it’s no 
surprise that DCS Powell is annoyed when he 
hears untruths about areas on his patch. 

He said: “I’ve heard Margate described as 
the murder capital of the south east, which is 
really misleading because there have only 
been two this year. London’s murder rate by 
far eclipses all other areas in the region. 

“Part of our challenge is keeping London- 
based criminals out of Kent so we don’t end 
up with the same problems drug supply cre¬ 
ates there, such as turf wars. We don’t have 
that in Kent because we take a robust line 
with drug dealers. As soon as we’re aware 
they’re moving in, we take care of it.” 

DCS Powell has the casework to back up his 
comments, pointing to the conviction of 19 
dealers from London and west Kent who at 
the end of May were jailed for a total of more 


FACT FILE 

The Major Crime Department investigates and 
secures conviction of offenders involved in the 
most serious and violent offences. 

Between April and July, this year, the depart¬ 
ment recorded the following successes: 

• 24 kilos of cocaine with a street value of £2.4m 
was taken off the streets of Kent. This also resulted 
in a 12-year sentence for the dealer. 

• A total of £320,000 in cash was seized along 
with assets worth £2m after five people were 
charged over a money laundering network. 

• Police seized a BMW X5 sports car, worth £17,000, 
from a drug dealer. 

• Over the last two-and-a-half years Serious 
Organised Crime Unit investigations have led to 
15 convictions for cash machine offences. Their 
sentences add up to just under 100 years.

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'Booze culture is 
taking over our 
county'warning 


HOSPITALS are being left to pick 
up the pieces of an alcohol culture 
which has taken over the county, 
according to officials. 

Booze-fuelled days and nights have lead to 
soaring alcohol-related admissions in recent 
years to A&E departments in Kent. 

Figures obtained by the Conservative 
Party from the Department of Health show 
numbers have rocketed in the last four years. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust saw the biggest rise, with admissions 
from 2007-08 at three times the rate for 
2004-05. 

This equated to 1,192 people in 2004-05 
and 3,584 people in 2007-08, a change of 
more than 200 per cent. 

A spokesman for the trust said: “People 
coming into A&E having drunk too much 
and getting injured or ill is a problem and 
has been for some time. We are looking into 
these figures.” 

Other trusts in Kent have also experienced 
increasing volumes of alcohol-related admis¬ 
sions. 

East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust saw a 31 
per cent increase, from 4,785 to 6,278; 
Medway NHS Trust had a 25.4 per cent rise 
from 2,140 to 2,683; and Dartford and 
Gravesham NHS Trust suffered a 36 per cent

increase from 1,136 to 1,544. 

James Brokenshire, shadow home affairs 
minister, who obtained the figures, said: “The 
reality of Labour's failed policies on alcohol 
has been communities blighted by drunken 
and loutish behaviour. 

“The police are being stretched in the early 
hours by violent incidents and doctors and 
nurses in casualty departments are being 
left to pick up the pieces.” 

Tony Williams, from the Kenward Trust, a 
Maidstone-based charity for people with 
alcohol or drugs problems, said things have 
definitely got worse. 

“It’s an increasing problem in Kent,” he 
said. “It’s no coincidence that the Kent Drug 
Action Group changed its name to the Kent 
Drug and Alcohol Action Team. 

“This is because alcohol-related incidents 
are on the rise and need to be addressed. 

“Our services are also called on more to 
deal with alcohol-related instances in Kent. 

“And the majority of drug users would say 
a lot of their problems stem from abusing 
alcohol. It is a dangerous drug. 

“After a few drinks you lose your inhibi¬ 
tions and things that would be a bad idea 
when sober, are different. It is a gateway 
drug and leads to other problems.”

Star Zboey is singing her 
own tune in Hollywood

YOU might not recognise Zooey 
Deschanel, or even be sure how to 
pronounce her name, but the blue¬ 
eyed songbird has been busy wow¬ 
ing Hollywood for a decade. 

Her latest movie, 500 Days Of Summer, was 
a hit at indie festival Sundance earlier this 
year and follows roles in more mainstream 
hits like Yes Man, Elf, and Brad Pitt’s pithily 
titled The Assassination Of Jesse James By 
The Coward Robert Ford. 

Named after JD Salinger’s Zooey (from his 
third novel, Franny and Zooey), acting is in 
Zooe/s blood. Her dad Caleb is an Oscar-win¬ 
ning director and cinematographer, mum 
Mary Jo appeared in Twin Peaks and older sis¬ 
ter Emily is also an actress. 

But Zooey, pronounced ‘Zoe’, has never allowed 
herself to become pigeon-holed by Hollywood. 

Equally intent on pursuing her music career, 
the kooky dresser released her debut album 
last year and sings on several of her movies, 
including performing a cover of The Smiths’ 
Please, Please, Please Let Me Get What I 
Want in 500 Days. 

The film pairs her up with her friend of eight 
years 3rd Rock From The Sun’s Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt, who plays Tom, a greetings card writer 
who falls for his co-worker Summer (Zooey). 

Yet it’s no ordinary boy meets girl tale. The 
film rewrites traditional romcom rules by 
telling the story from Tom’s point of view. 

In a clever reversal of gender roles, Tom is 
the angst-ridden romantic, while Summer 
refuses to be tied down. 

“I hesitate to even say that this is a roman¬ 
tic comedy, because I don’t think it is,” asserts 
Zooey, 29. 

“It’s more of a coming of age story about

romance, but it walks a lot of genre lines.

For Zooey, the film’s appeal lay in its unique 
structure and well-written characters. 

“I really loved the characters and the way 
this story was told. In Tom’s mind, Summer’s 
the ideal woman. But she’s just a smart, inde¬ 
pendent, interesting girl. I like the fact that 
Tom’s perspective added a style to the film. 

“She helps him grow because he’s kind of 
stuck in a little fantasy world. He’s not quite a 
real man yet and he needs to be. Summer 
helps Tom become a man.” 

Hollywood has long churned out schmaltzy

romcoms and, in more recent years, the ‘bro- 
mance’ has also taken off, with the likes of 
Seth Rogan and Paul Rudd sharing their feel¬ 
ings for their male friends. 

Could 500 Days spark of a new wave of come¬ 
dies told from the sensitive man’s point of view? 

“I hope so!” says Zooey. ‘You’d hope that 
along with the progress of women’s liberation 
there has been a progression for men as well. 

“It’s just as relevant to have a film about a 
guy and his first real heartbreak as is it to have 
a film about a woman’s. I think it’s about time.” 

Despite her music passion, acting is important 
- Zooey is teaming up with Danny McBride, 
Natalie Portman and James Franco next in fan¬ 
tasy comedy Your Highness and there’s a Janis 
Joplin biopic waiting in the wings.

PICTURE the scene: it’s roughly 
4am, Fm in the hotel lift, alone and 
very much the worse for wear, on 
my way up to the penthouse suite. 

I am heading for The Black Eyed Peas’ 
Rotterdam after-party. I am not invited. 

The lift doors open and I take a few tentative 
steps into the plush corridor, taking in the six 
or so room doors, most of which display ‘Do not 
disturb’ signs. 

Then it hits me. How do I know which room 
contains The Black Eyed Peas, their 
entourage, vintage champagne by the bucket 
load and so on? 

Easy. I’ll put my ear to each door. The one 
with the most noise emanating from within 
will most likely be theirs. 

Then it truly hits me. What am I going to say 
should lead singers Will.i.am or Fergie open 
the door? 

After all, The Black Eyed Peas are a multi¬ 
million selling international supergroup and I 
am just an intoxicated journalist clutching a 
now defunct press pass to the TMF Music 
Awards, which took place in Rotterdam earli¬ 
er that night. 

Deflated by the sobering realisation of my 
sorry situation, I withdraw my clenched door- 
knocking fist - which was poised and ready to 
strike - return to the lift and make my way 
back to my second-floor room. This turns out to 
be the most surreal, regrettable and yet vivid 
moment of my three-day trip to Rotterdam. 

Things had started quite normally the previ¬ 
ous day. We had checked in to the hotel and 
walked to Rotterdam’s Euromast tower. 

The impressive concrete structure - a mem¬ 
ber of the World Federation of Great Towers - 
offers unparalleled 360-degree views of the 


clean municipality from 180 metres up. 

We were then treated to a two-hour bicycle 
tour of Rotterdam, taking in the Nieuwe Maas 
river, which splits Rotterdam in half (and is so 
integral to the former port town’s past), main 
shopping centre, nightspots and prized archi¬ 
tecture. Later that night we attended the Your 
Music one-day festival, headlined by American 
hip-hop stars NERD. 

The festival formed part of Rotterdam’s 
summer Your World programme of free, youth 
events. A second Your World event was to fol¬ 
low on our third and final day. 

But now let’s move on to the second day - 
now for ever known as The Day I Very Nearly 
Drunkenly Gatecrashed The Black Eyed Peas’ 
After Party (TDIVNDGTBEPAP). 

After breakfast - at which a fellow journal¬ 
ist announced they had seen The Black Eyed 
Peas checking in - our group was treated to a 


45-minute river tour by spido, an open-top 
200-seat river bus. The pre-recorded commen¬ 
tary gave an insight into Rotterdam’s close 
and centuries-old association with the river. 
Later that day we headed for the open-air 
TMF awards, Holland’s equivalent to the MTV 
music awards. 

The Black Eyed Peas headlined before retir¬ 
ing to their hotel. Our third and final day was 
spent at the Metropolis Festival, held in the 
glorious surrounds of the plush Zuiderpark. 

Big-name bands such as Smashing 
Pumpkins and Interpol were among the 
artists to perform in their pre-fame days. 

We saw plenty more emerging stars before 
being driven back to the airport. 

I was sorry to leave, having enjoyed 
Rotterdam’s varied nightlife, festivals and rich 
culture. But I got the impression The Black 
Eyed Peas were glad to see the back of me.

Keeping optimism up 
boosts sale chances 

HOMEOWNERS are regaining their 
confidence in the UK housing market 
with 35 per cent of vendors currently 
prepared to stick with their asking price, 
rather than drop to secure a sale. 

According to new research from The 
Co-operative Bank, a change in attitude 
is taking place among sellers, although 
home buyers are holding back with only 
12 per cent prepared to offer the full ask¬ 
ing price for a property 

The study also reveals 54 per cent of 
people questioned have begun to feel 
more optimistic about the UK housing 
market, with 29 per cent of this group 
noticing positive vibes in the last month. 

The Co-op’s director of retail banking, 
John Hughes, said: “With much specula¬ 
tion about green shoots of recovery in 
the housing market, the findings do indi¬ 
cate that consumer optimism is starting 
to return, although there clearly still 
remains some way to go.” 

In the meantime, homeowners are 
keeping themselves busy with mainte¬ 
nance and developing strategies for a 
sale. The study claims 49 per cent of 
respondents said they would repaint, 
while 10 per cent planned to send away 
pets during viewings. 

A further five per cent were studying 
feng shui and two per cent are borrowing 
a flash car to park in the drive. 

Building on new homes 

HOUSE building in England is on the 
up, with figures from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
showing a 63 per cent quarterly rise in 
the number of new starts. 

During the three months to the end of 
June work began on an estimated 
29,980 homes although the figure fell 
nine per cent short when compared to 
the same period of 2008. 

The second quarter of 2009 also saw 
housing completions increase 24 per 
cent to an estimated 39,320, compared to 
the March quarter, up seven per cent 
from a year earlier. 

Private enterprise housing starts leapt 
73 per cent in the June quarter but were 
still 12 per cent lower than a year earli¬ 
er. Private enterprise completions rose 
27 per cent putting on just one per cent 
compared to the same period of 2008. 

On an annual basis, housing starts for 
England continued to decline, with 87,190 
in the 12 months to the end June, down 
41 per cent year-on-year and falling 53 
per cent behind the 2005/6 peak. 

Finally, the year to the end of June saw 
136,140 completion in total, down 16 per 
cent on the previous 12 months.

ACCORDING to the latest figures 
from Nationwide, house prices rose 
1.6 per cent in August, the fourth 
consecutive rise of their house 
price index. 

The average price of a home, according to the 
building society, is now £160,224 with the rise 
underpinned by the low interest rate set by 
the Bank of England. 

The monthly change in house prices from 
July was up 0.2 per cent, with the annual 
decline slowing from minus 6.2 per cent to 
minus 2.7 per cent. Nationwide say the hous¬ 
ing market has been buoyed by low interest 
rates, but warns they will not stay low forever. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief econo¬ 
mist, said: “The exceptionally low level of 
interest rates offers some explanation for why 
house prices have not repeated the very sharp 
falls of 2008. 

“There are two main channels through 
which the low level of interest rates has 
impacted the housing market. Firstly, mort¬ 
gage payments for existing homeowners, espe¬ 
cially those with tracker or standard variable 
rate loans, have been reduced substantially. 

“In addition to limiting the supply of second¬ 
hand homes, lower interest rates have also 
had an impact on the demand side. Even 
though house prices remain high relative to 
earnings, the fall in interest rates has 
improved the affordability of mortgages for 
those looking to buy a home. 

“While low interest rates have clearly played 
a part in reversing the downward pressure on 
house prices, they are unlikely to stay at the 
current level forever. 

“It is important to keep this in mind when 
interpreting recent price trends.” 

Earlier the British Bankers Association 
showed approvals for mortgages among high 


MORTGAGE lending rose 26 per cent in July 
compared with June, according to the latest 
figures to be released by the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders. 

Gross mortgage lending totalled an estimat¬ 
ed £16 billion in July, 26 per cent higher than 
the £12.7 billion lent by mortgage providers in 
June but still down 36 per cent from £24.9 bil¬ 
lion in July 2008. 

The CML said the latest figures were an 
indication of a modest improvement in the 
housing market over the summer after an 
exceptionally weak winter. 

But mortgage lending is still down on any 
historic comparison; this is the lowest July 


street banks in July were 77 per cent higher 
than a year ago. But housing experts have 
warned unemployment could be the key issue 
to preventing a full recovery of the housing 
market this year. 

Nick Hopkinson, director of Property 
Portfolio Rescue said: “The latest data shows 
that house prices have stabilised recently but 
on ‘wafer thin’ sales volumes, as homeowners 
sit tight amidst wider economic uncertainty. 

“With unemployment continuing to soar and 
securing a new mortgage almost impossible 
for most borrowers, we are likely to see prices 


lending figure since 2001 and £11 billion lower 
than the July average over the previous seven 
years of £27 billion. The CML added that lend¬ 
ing volumes remained consistent with its fore¬ 
cast for £145 billion in gross mortgage lending 
this year. 

The trade body predicted the rise in mort¬ 
gage lending reflected the seasonal trend over 
the summer months as a whole. June and July 
are, typically, strong months in terms of mort¬ 
gage lending because of increased activity 
among potential homebuyers. 

CML economist Paul Samter said: “Most of 
the indices point to house prices rising modest¬ 
ly over the summer months. The CML’s July 


falling back again later this year as the peak 
summer buying season ends.” 

And the National Association of Estate 
Agents said the government must continue to 
aid the beleaguered housing market. 

President Gary Smith said: “Whilst it is true 
that conditions in many areas across the coun¬ 
try remain tough, we must now concentrate on 
how the government and major lenders can 
build on this evidence of new consumer confi¬ 
dence to further consolidate what will no 
doubt be the lynch-pin of general recovery in 
the UK economy.” 


gross lending estimate of £16 billion is the 
highest level in nine months and consistent 
with the rise in house purchase approvals. 

“But the bounce-back in activity from 
the extreme weakness around the turn of the 
year, coinciding with a seasonal bounce, is 
limited in how far it can go against the 
current back-drop. 

“We expect improved sentiment to support 
the market, but a further significant pick-up is 
unlikely with so many obstacles in place. As a 
result, we anticipate some seasonal slowing in 
lending volumes and housing transactions 
over the latter part of the year and the picture 
of a slow but more stable market to emerge.”

Several eyesores get in the 
way of latest Scenic route 


RENAULT would love us to believe 
that buying its Scenic compact MPV 
implies every journey will be a sen¬ 
sory pleasure - the ‘scenic route’. 

And there is much about the new third- 
generation car to uphold but, as so often 
with the French marque, some scenery jars 
on the senses. 

The cabin on the five-seat version tested is 
spacious, but enhanced by a big glazed area 
and, on our upmarket 2.0 dCi 160 Dynamique 
‘Tom Tom’ model (£20,445), a sunroof to the 
front and a glassy rear roof. 

However, the dashboard is one of the ugliest 
you will see and cabin materials are generally 
off the pace. 

A long hood over an uninspiring and penny- 
pinching centre mounted digital display also 
fails to prevent some reflection on the screen of 
a much-vaunted factory-fitted sat nav, adding 
£350 to the price. 

This system, developed with aftermarket sat 
nav leader Tom Tom to provide an affordable 
alternative to often inferior units fitted by 
carmakers, is a brave effort, but the screen 
is let down by a clunky and unnecessary inter¬ 
face on the centre console - buy a portable

Tom Tom and save a couple of hundred quid. 

The sound system - apart from the excel¬ 
lent steering column mounted controls - is 
also typically and needlessly complicated; 
surely, in this day and age, you should not 
have to refer to the manual just to perform 
the simplest tasks? 

Fortunately though, as with the occasional 
eyesore on a long journey, such niggles should 
disappear with long term ownership and 
familiarity, leaving a better overall view of the 
latest Scenic. 

For the car looks good for an MPV, has a 
wide tailgate for easy loading and the three 
rear seats fold and slide easily, although I did 
receive some earache about the comfort levels. 

Three 12v sockets are arranged to the front, 
middle and rear and a large sliding centre 
console and four under floor lockers add to the 
huge amount of stowage. 

The refined 160bhp 2.0 diesel is also a 
delight, though using its ample power for 
sporty driving reveals a suspension better 
suited to a fully laden MPV than supermini 
antics. 

Prices start from £13,595 and seven-seat

Surrey rumours rubbished by 
Kent who claim Key will stay 


KENT have rubbished speculation 
linking club skipper Rob Key with 
a move to Surrey. 

The Kent captain is believed to have been 
targeted as a player to help Surrey out of the 
doldrums after a year that has seen them 
struggle in all forms of the game. 

They finished bottom of their group in the 
Friends Provident Trophy, second bottom in 
Twenty20, are currently second bottom in 
Division Two of the Pro40 and continue to 
struggle in the County Championship. 

Chris Adams, the former Sussex captain, is 
now cricket manager at The Brit Oval and has 
started rebuilding the side having signed the 
highly-rated Worcestershire wicketkeeper 
Steven Davies and off-spinner Gareth Batty. 
Surrey also offered a contract to Kent vice-cap-

tain Martin van Jaarsveld earlier this season, 
but the South African turned down a move to 
remain at St Lawrence until 2012. 

Kent’s chairman of cricket, Graham 
Johnson, told Yourcanterbury there was no 
truth in the rumours and revealed Key is like¬ 
ly to be offered a contract beyond 2011 when 
his current deal expires. 

“This time of year there are always rumours 
but it doesn’t surprise me because Rob Key is 
a quality player and captain,” he said. ‘What I 
would say is that he is under contract at Kent 
past this year, so it’s all a bit like flying in the 


wind. He will not be going anywhere this year 
because he is under contract and we are keen 
to talk to him about a longer contract in the 
future. 

“He is a vital member of our side and an 
integral member of what we are trying to 
achieve as a club.” 

Surrey have also been linked with other 
players such as Middlesex and England bats¬ 
man, Owais Shah, but Key, who together with 
coach Graham Ford has made Kent a force in 
the one-day game, will not be one to join the 
new Surrey revolution. 

Club chairman George Kennedy said: “We 
would not be happy to lose our captain as we 
feel he is doing a pretty good job and is some¬ 
one we are building the team around. He has 
said nothing to the club and he’s under con¬ 
tract, so I don’t see any reason for him going.”
